And of them, three on the 
oth of this inſtant February, were bronght to their 
Tryal at the Kings- Bench Bar at Weſtminſter, where 
after a fair hearing, and full Evidence, by a Jury 
canſiltiag of arttacles Worth and Quality, they 
were found guilty, and next Morning received Sen- 
tence of Death. The particukhrs'of the 'Proof and 
Tryal, we ſhall nat mrarmeddle with, 'but xather 
refer the Reader for his full ſarisfaftion therein, to 
that intire and perfe&t Narrative, which the World 
may ſhortly receive from the indubitable ara 
tion of Authority. | 

Of theſe three perſons Attainted of theFelony 
and Murther, one ( on ſome important canhdera- 
tions) is (at leaſt far ſame time) thought fit, to be 
graciouſly Reprieved. An. acount of;; the other 
two, viz, Robert Green and Lawrence Hill, as to 
their Behaviour, &c. after Sentence till Execution, 
we ſhall briefly, but moſt truly and impartially give 

ou. 

! Robert Green was an Iriſh-man born, his Father a 
Proteſtant, as himſelf acknowledged, but his Mo- 
ther ( whole weaker Sex rendred her more lyable 
toſuch abſurd deluſions ) # Papiſt, who bred him 
up with an Uncle of his, in the Popiſh Hereſie, 
though his Education, was ſo mean, that he could 
neither Write nor Read; But where {gnorance is 
celebrated as the Mother of Devotion, he was fo 
much the apter Inſtrument for Jeſuitical 'Engines 
of ſubtilty to make uſe of, His aforefatd Uacle 
inſtructed him in the common Notions and Pray go 
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LC 5] 
of the Romiſh Superſtitions and he had his abode 
in Ireland, till he was 16 or 18 years old, being 
now 54 years of Age. 

They being all after Condemnation kept ſepa- 
rately in Newgete, Mr. Ordinary according to his 
place, and ready inclinations to Chriſtian Charity, 
offering him his Afliſtance, Advice, Exhortations, 
and Prayers, he very modeltly accepted of his vi- 
fits z who frequently exhorted him (as the firſt ſtep 
to a (incere and hearty Repentance,) tounburthen 
his Conſcience, by a free, full, and ingenuous Con- 
feſſion of the horrid Murther for which he ſtood 
Condemned, and juſtly was to (after, ufing all the 
perſwalive Argutnents he could to that purpoſe. 
But though he ſeemed to hearken to his Admoniti- 
ons, yet could he not be prevailed upon therein, 
but rather appeared to ſtand it out in lelt-juſtifica- 
tion of his Innocence as to that particular. Which 
(as Mr. Ordinary very well obſerved unto, and 
preſſed upon him }) could not be (conſidering the 
plainneſs of the Evidence, and apparentneſs of the 
Crime and his Guilt) but upon one, or all of thefe 
three Reaſons, vis. 

1. That either they were under an Oath of Se. 
crecy, which (as he truly told him) was a wicked 
Oath, and in that caſe not at all obligatory. 

2. Or that betwixt the time of the Murther com- 
mitted, and that of their Apprehenſiion, ſome Prieſt 
had given them a pretended Abfolution; and ſo 


they conceited themſelves now Innocent : which 
"Mr. Ordixary had the more reaſon to urge, becaule 


of. 


of ſome former experiences he had had of comman 
Felons, who in ſuch caſe had reſolutely denyed 
even at place of Execution, with their laſt breath, 
thoſe very Crimes, whnch/but ſome Jays befoge they 
ha freely Canfetted to þimſelf; and that meerly 
on the reaſon aforeſaid. Which there is good rea- 
on to believe, not only from his irreprochable 
Teſtimony, but even from that Popilh Doftrine 
which ome of them have not blutht to aſſert, 
KP Quod nonpeccat wortaliter, qui negat [e admi- 
fe pecratum AMortale, lies legitime Confeſſum , 
Navar. ia Man. Cap. 24. Num. 38. That Man fin- 
neth not mortally, who having ſbriven himſelf of 
Jome Mortal (in; dinies afterwards that be was ever 
gailiy of thet ſin.

To all which he declined to aalwer much in par- 
ticular, but onely gave-a general denial, thqugh ke 
' did coafels that mn,other matters te had been, a 
a great-Ganer agatalt God, £5. And upon lome 
occational diſcourſe, juſtifying himſelf from ſome 
: particular (ins, did declare that he accounted For- 
nicatian (and much more Aqgultery.). got to be 
fVemal; but mortal (ins 3 gor dig: believe any (into 
be Venial in its own nature, , He alſo affirmed, that 

he 
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he did not believe ſome of the groten points of 
Popery ; yet ſaid, he was reſolved*to live and die 
in the Roman Cathglick Religion, (as he called 
it ) becauſe he was born agd bred init. , To which 
Mr. Orgigary malt appoſitedly anſwered, , and told 
him, that was no argument 3 for then he might like- 
wile reſolve to hve and dic in fig, becauſe born in, 
and too much accuſtomed to that alſo. He re- 

plied onely, ._ That be wauld yenture his Eternal 
State in cleaving to the Religion he had been bred . 
in, aud would hear no Arguments to the contra- 

ry, 
Mr. Ordinary yet fajled not daily to; vile him, 
inſtrufing and exhorting him to Repeatance, and 
Fauth-in the, alone all-lufhcient merits af: Chile. 
To. which he -was very atzentive, - as allo to the 
Exhoxtations of another Reverend and Worthy Di- 
vine ſent to afliſt in that wark of Charity, and 
joyned with much ſeeming affeQion in Prayer with 
them. And fo thanking the Ordinary on the 
Thurſday for his great pains, and ſaying he would 
excuſe him from attenging him at the place of Ex. 
ecution, yet in the mean tine defired his Prayers, 
took bis leave of him, 

Lawrence Hill, the other unhappy Criminal, was 
bora and bred up in the Popiſh way, and reſolved 
likewiſe to live and die therein, He declared that 
he was not a Shoomaker, as hath been reported, 
but put forth to be a Servant about 13 years of 
age, and ſucceflively continued in that condition, 
(at lealt ill very lately) being 34 years old at the 
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time of his death. He would not (though much 
pains and many ſuch Argumeats as to the other, 
too tedious here to be related, were uſed to him) 
confeſs the Crime for which he ſuffered ; but in 
general, that he had been a great ſinner; and par- 
ticularly ſaid, that he never wrong'd any perſon, 
but one of a very inconſiderable ſum, (which he 
ſpecified) and of which (he ſaid) he had lately 
made re(titation. 

' He would not admit any Proteſtant Divine to 
pray with, yet defired their Prayers at home for 
him z and fo thanking Mr. Ordinary for his pains, 
and praying God to reward him, took his leave of 
him, exculing him likewiſe from further atten- 
dance. 

' On Friday the 21th of February they were both 
pretty early in the morning convey'd in a Cart to 
Tyburn, where, after very few words, and ſome 


ſhort private Prayers, they were Executed,
